He soon reappeared and 
following him was a negro driving 
aftruck. The hog was loaded and 
when the negro started down the 
road the stranger proceeded to 
write a check for payment and 
held in his hand while talking to 
the farmer.

truck was two or three miles 
aways he handed the 
check, 


folded, to the farmer, said good- 
by and departed. 


Jt was then that the farmer dis- 


covered the check, drawn on a 
Columbus bank, was not signed 
He did not know the name of the 
buyer therefore made no effort to 
apprehend him.

Gordon, newly inaugurated presi- 
dent of the American Game Pro- 
tective Association, is to make a 
keynote speech on conservation 
and restoration of wild life at the 
Ohio Conservation Council Conven- 
tion at Hotel Deshler, Columbus, 
January 23, according to announce- 
ment at the Association's head- 
quarters in New York. Mr. Gor- 
don's speech will apply to every 
state. He is to speak on the re- 
cently adopted American Game 
Policy. 


Mr. Gordon is to tell the Buck- 


eye-sportsmen how the policy may 
be adopted and_ put to work in an 
effective manner in any state. 


This will be M,r. Gordon's first 


public appearance since-.hjs un- 
animous election, to head the. old- 
est game protective organization 
of the western hemisphere, a 
month ago. 


"The American Game Policy has 


taken the country by storm." "Al- 
ready the largest supply of print- 
ed copies has been exhausted by 
the demand of sportsmen, conser- 
vationists, schools, colleges, uni- 
versities and libraries. It points 
the way to successful restoration 
of game, perhaps to an even great- 
er abundance than when the In- 
dian roamed the wilds and waters 
here " 


Mr. Gordon headed the program 


for restoration of game in Penn- 
sylvania after it has become de- 
pleted almost to extinction. Penn- 
sylvania is today pointed to as the 
shining example of what intelli- 
gent conservation can do, it was 
stated by J. W. Stuber, Secretary, 
League of Ohio Sportsmen, Co- 
lumbus. Mr. Gordon will also at- 
tend the League of Ohio Sports- 
men Convention January 22.

Ail 
cases of measles or suspected m«MlM 
should be isolated at one*. Children 
should not be allowed to «l«ep with 
or play with other* who 
suspected or having nteai|M. 


Thia disease \s contagious from th« 


time the first symptoms develop untfl 
a week after the rash disappear*. To 
prevent the spread of tbi* 4Mc*M, 
precautions must be taken at ,th« 
onset of the very first symptoms. To 
do this properly all persona who hav« 
been exposed tp measles should bf 
kept under observation. All exposed 
children, unless they are known to 
bave had measlea, should not to* per- 
mitted to attend Bchooi or to pjay 
with other children. 


It Is only with th« wholehearted 
support and cooperation of the public 
that this disease can be presented. 
Sometimes a mother Is reluctant to 
keep Johnny at hpme because sister 
has measles.
